BURBANK TAXATION 
VALUES INCREASE 


BURBANK, Aug. 14—For the 
purpose of taxation Burbank prop- 
erty this year has been valued at 
$22,665,470, according to figures re- 
ceived by City Clerk Webster from 
the office of the County Assessor. 
This amount is $1,107,761 more than 
the valuation placed on the city 
last year. Unsecured property is 
not included in this amount. the 
1927 figures on the unsecured prop- 
erty was $597,675. 

While this is considered by the 
city officials as a healthy increase it 
is not as great as anticipated in 
some quarters. The totals for the 
combined sections of the city are 
as follows with comparisons with 
last year’s figures: 1928 real es-

New Wires From Covina to San Bernardino Will Be 


Encased in Underground Conduit 


To provide facilities for five additional transcontinental telephone 
circuits between Los Angeles and points to the east, the Pacific Telephone 
and Telegraph Company now is expending more than $1,300,000 on under- 
ground telephone conduit and cable between Covina and San Bernardino 
and new wires between San Bernardino and Yuma, accordig to 8. L. King, 


general commercial manager. 

The thirty-eight and one-half 
miles of hollow-tile conduit that 
will be laid and the underground 
cable to be placed between Covina 
and San Bernardino will be the 
first extensive use made in Southern 
California of conduit and under- 
ground cable for othe- than com- 
paratively short distance outside of 
congested districts in cities. Such 
an underground cable will afford a 
more permanent protection for tele- 
phone service, says Mr. King, as it 
will eliminate the disturbances that 
are sometimes detrimental to open 
wires, such as stotms and fires. 

The conduit material weighs about 
4400 tons and its transportation 
from Los Angeles will reguire 450 
truck loads. The cable is being 
shipped on 334 reels, each weighing 
about 6900 pounds, and requires 
about forty cars for shipment. Ap- 
proximately 7000 man hours of 
highly skilled labor will be required 
for splicing these 334 reels of cable 
end to end. 

Between San Bernardino and 
Yuma five copper wire telephone 
circuits are being installed to sup- 
plement the existing wire facilities. 
For the support of this wire 9000 
crossarms are being placed and 4800 
new poles are being erected along 
the 165-mile stretch between Ban- 
ning and Yuma, which crosses the 
Coachella Valley, the north end of 
Imperial Valley and the long in- 
tervening sections of desert lands.
